The object of this work is to trace in as perſpicuous a manner as poſſible the philoſophic 
principles of Botany, proceeding from the earlieſt times up to the preſent period; and 
by faithful and well- executed engravings of the ſeveral ſubjects of inveſtigation, to ren- 
der the ſciencè of Botany level to every one's apprehenſion. Following the order of 
Nature, we ſhall begin with the ſeed committed to the ground, and trace its various evolu- 
tions, until the root, ſtem, branches, and leaves, are formed. We ſhall then chiefly dwell 
on the Anatomy of the root, their diverſity of forms, and office. The object of our next 
confideration will be to diſplay the organized ſtructure of the ſtem and branches, when 
we ſhall conſider the ſeveral juices of plants, with the motion of the ſap. Purſuing the 
courſe of Nature, we fhall next contemplate the various appendages attached to the ſtems 
and branches, explaining the organization and deſign of each. Next we ſhall examine 
the ſtructure and variety of leaves; their retationſhip to light; and the evolution from them of 
Oxygen, and other airs. Our next enquiry will be the food of plants, when we ſhall enter. 
widely into the conſideration of the principles of agriculture. Arriving at the flower, we 
hall conſider its ſtructure; the uſes of the ſeveral parts which compoſe it; when a full 
enquiry will be made reſpecting the Sexual relationſhip, with a refutation of the objec- 
tionz which have been raiſed againſt this doctrine. Thus far the Natural Hiſtory of Botany. 
We ſhall next lay before our readers an account of the origin of ſyſtems, when thoſe of 
Rivinus, Tournefort, &c. will be given, with a full explanation of the Sexual Syſtem 
of LINNZEUS. In the order of the diſcoveries, the lives of the feveral eminent Botaniſts 
will be comprehended, with their Portraits, including the moſt celebrated Profeſſors and 
Botanical Writers of the preſent day. In order to render the Science of Botany as ſimple 
as poſſihle, the claſſes of Linnæus will be reduced to twelve, and Tables given, invented by 
the Author, compriſing the eaſieſt diſcriminating characters.
